It exported 
last year only $50,009 worth. It uses tin cans 
for meats and oysters and sweet corn, but not 
for fruit. But there is no reason why with the re- 
peal of the duty on sugar this country should 
not emulate England, which does an enormous 
business in the manufacture of jams and mar- 
malades, and sends these sweets to all parts of 
the world. There is no country which can vie 
with this in fruit-growing. It has large and 
small fruits of all kinds, and it allows enough 
td go to waste to make fortunes for million- 
aires. While tin-plate will cost more for a/ 
time at least sugar will cost much less, and 
the reduction of about a quarter in the price 
ought to create a great fruit industry. As 


fruit will be cheaper than in England and 


sugar as cheap, the United States should be a 


formidable competitor in all foreign markets.

Apparently they have gained three 
Congressmen in Massachusetts, one in Mich- 
igan, two in Missouri in the St. Louis dis- 
tricts, one in Montana, one in New Hamp- 
shire, one in New Jersey in William Walter 
Phelps’ district, one in North Carolina, andone 
in Rhode Island. They will also control 
the Ohio delegation owing to the gerryman- 
der, though the Republicans carry the Cincin- 
nati districts, and itis probable that McKin- 
ley and Foster have pulled through against 
terrible odds. As incidents of the great con- 
test, Langston has been defeated in Virginia, 
Julius Cesar Burrows has saved himself in 
Michigan, Joe Cannon is reported to have 
got through by asmall majority, Breckin- 
ridge has been returned from Arkansas in 
spite of his record, and there are conflicting 
reports from Kansas, one dispatch stating 
that the Alliance men have secured three Con- 
gressmen. At midnight all is in confusion, 
and returns come in so slowly that it may 
take another day to ascertain the exact result.

OPPONENTS OF RECIPROCITY. 

The New York Bulletin characterizes as er- 
rors the political views which have led up to 
the adoption of the McKinley bill and the pro- 
mulgation of the Blaine reciprocity doctrine. 
It alleges that the latter is chiefly attributable 
to a wrong impression that our export trade 
with Europe is practically secure, the require- 
ments of which in the way of foodstuffs leave 
the people of that Continent no option but to 
take whatever we may have to spare in the 
way of supplies, and that apart from exports 
of raw products what we send them is insig- 
nificant. 

This is an unfair and untrue statement both 
as to action and motive. If the impression 
that our export trade of food to Europe is se- 
cure prevail among the masses it certainly is 
not entertained by the advocates of reciprocity 
with the countries to the south of the United 
States. On the contrary, a leading point with 
them was that the pressure of European com- 
petition threatens to be greater in the near 
future than it is now, rendering it absolutely 
necessary to find some new outlet for our sur- 
plus.or submit to the disagreeable alternative 
of producing little more than we consume a 
home. Tse Tsun has repeatedly called 
attention to the efforts being made by the 
Government and people of Russia to 
fill the cereal food deficiencies of the 
British Isles, either alone or in con- 
junction with India, leaving us unable tocom- 
pete with them in the supply of wheat and 
flour to the English people. Also the stand 
taken by France and Germany in excluding 
as far as possible our hog products is proof 
sufficient that the Governments of those coun- 
tries do not want to encourage the consump- 
tion of our surplus pork and lard. The pros- 
pect for increasing our export business with 
Europe in foodstuffs is not a brilliant one, 
and the indications are we shall find it diffi- 
cult if not impossible to hold our own in that 
direction. Russian petroleum and Indian 
cotton are also being forced upon foreign 


while the production of cotton goods in India 
shows a vast increase, shutting out English 
manufacturers fromi the markets of that 
country, which obliges them to take less cot- 
ton from us or enter on a closer competition 
for the supply of other countries with fabrics. 
When it is remembered that cotton, grain, 
other agricultural products, lumber, oil, and 
minerals constitute nearly seven-eighths of 
our total exports, and that as above noted the 
most strenuous efforts are being made to 
otherwise meet the demand for most of this, 
it must be evidently unwise to count on our 
export trade with Europe as practically 
secure. 

It was a consideration of these facts that 
dictated the advisability of seeking to estab- 
lish reciprocal trade relations with the coun- 
tries to the south of us. They already furnish 
a market for more than $100,000,000 worth of 
goods sent them each year from Europe, 
while we furnish the gold with which that mer- 
chandise is paid for. The people of tropical 
and sub-tropical America could obtain from 
us on favorable terms mostor allof those 
goods in exchange for their own products. 
That would be an immense advantage to us to 
begin with, and the possibilities for expansion 
of the business are wide indeed, there being 
room for a doubling of its volume in the course 
of a very few years. That the position 
was correctly taken “is apparent from 
the way in which it is viewed by 
the merchants of Cuba and Canada, who will 
be among the first to fall into line with over- 
tures for such a reciprocity as will enable 
them to prosper in company with the United 
States and let the continents further east take 
care of themselves. Is not this quick and un- 
mistakable indorsement of the wisdom of the 
reciprocity policy the one thing that most dis- 
gruntles the Democratic and mugwump press 
of the country? There is reason to think so. 
Their discontent increases in proportion to 
the prospect that the policy will be successful, 
and it can have but the one animus—namely: 
a fear that the result will be a retiring to in- 
glorious obscurity of the men and party that 
were unwise enough to denounce and endeavor 
to hinder its adoption by the people of the 
United States.

The trouble with the iron business in the 
West of Scotland, which has resulted in the 
closing of nearly all the furnaces in that re- 
gion, seems to have been misunderstood. It 
was reported to have arisen out of differences 
between employers and employed, but now is 
said to be chiefly if not altogether a result of 
speculation m the product. The men who get 
a living by acting as commission agents or 
brokers, and are therefore interested in hav- 
ing other people buy and sell as much as pos- 
sible without regard to any real need for the

A similar state of things has 
more than once been noted in pork in this 
city, The manufacture of the product to be 
handled by speculators so far exceeded the de- 
mand for eating that after the lapse of a few 
months, when it ceased to be regular, the only 
mode of disposing of it was to take it out of 
the barrel, smoke it, amd sell it un as 
40 strips. 
The outcome is the same in both cases. 
i due speculative activity in the article stim- 
production far beyond the healthy 
point, and a season of collapse or semi-col- 
lapse follows whe. the excitement is over. 
The surplus has to be got rid of somehow, and 
while it is being cleared off there ia a decline 
in price which forces the producer to run 
light. He must make less because unable to 
obtain former quotations, and thus the mat- 
ter becomes ultimately equalized, though at 
the cost of a bad derangement of the labor 
aioe and some other interests. In obe-

They are asked to unite in a stern de- 
termination to produce no more iron to go to 
store and leave the present surplus to be dealt 
with by speculators fill it runs itself out by a 
natural process of exhaustion. It is not cer- 
tain they can agree to do this, but whether or 
no their experience may well be cited to those 
who are asked to favor the issue of a lot of 
pig-iron warrants in this country to be traded 
in on the stock exchanges. No one not be- 
longing to the broker class can doubt that it 
would introduce an additional unhealthy ele- 
ment in the United States, already the scene 
of “trading in stocks that have been inflated 
to the extent of several hundred millions of 
dollars to meet the demands of the speculative 
market. There is already far too much of it 
for the general good, and, while it is not ad- 
visable to seek by legislative enactments to 
cut off everything in the shape of buying and 
selling for future delivery, it would be in the 
line of well doing to discourage any such fur- 
ther inflation as is proposed to be fostered by 
the issue of iron warrants to be gambled in on 
one or more of the exchanges of the United 
States, 


THE NATIONAL SENATORIAL PROSPECTS. 

Eighteen States yesterday elected Legis- 
latures which will each choose a United States 
Senator. Twenty-eight Senators will go out 
next March and successors to six of them 
have been elected, and in four other States 
the Legislatures are already chosen. The Sen- 
ators thus far reslected are Morrill of Ver- 
mont, Allison of Iowa, Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky, and Wilson of Maryland, and Brice to 
succeed Payne in Ohio and White to succeed 
Eustis in Louisiana. Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, and Oregon have all elected their 
Legislatures, and except in Oregon Democrats 
will go from these States. There remain to 
be elected successors to five Democrats and 
thirteen Republicans. So far as the Southern 
States—Florida, Missouri, North Carolina, 
and South Carolina—are concerned, there is 
of course no hope that Republican Senators 
will be elected; nor is there any possibility of 
change in States now represented by Demo- 
cratie Senators, unless it be in Indiana, where 
the legislative ticket may be close. 

The elements of uncertainty are in States 
now represented by Republican Senators. 
There is little doubt that California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Nevada, North Dakota, Penn- 
sylvania, South Dakota, and Washington will 
all send Republican Senators, and to this list 
are to be added the four Senators for the new 
States of Idaho and Wyoming. The really 
doubtful States are Illinois, where the Bennett 
law may have some effect upon the complex- 
ion of its Legislature; Kansas, where the 
Farmers’ Alliances are trying to prevent In- 
galls from going back; New Hampshire, 
whose politics is always uncertain; New York, 
where the result is problematical; and Wis- 
consin, where we may lose one, owing to the 
Republican Lutherans, who have voted for 
Democratic legislative nominees in order to 
get rid of the Bennett law. Whatever may be 
the result it cannot affect Republican control 
of the Senate. Our readers, however, have 
the returns before them and can draw their 
own conclusions as to the Republican major- 
ity. the Senate will be likely to have. Asa 
matter of interest at this time we append the

MISSISSIPPI’S NEW CONSTITUTION. 

The Mississippi Constitutional Convention 
has finished its work and adjourned and the 
State now has its new Constitution in force, 
as under the provisions of the law it dows not 
go before the people for ratification. In 
some respects it is an admirable instrument; 
in othors, being the work of white Democrats, 
it is, as might have been expected, an or- 
ganized injustice to the majority of the peo- 
ple in the State. The bill of rights declares 
all persons resident in the State who are citi- 


sippi, and in the face of this the Constitution 
is so drawn in its suffrage features as to infringe 
upon the rights of the majority of those citi- 
zens, 

The bill of rights itself does not call for spe- 
cial notice except that it removes slavery from 
the books, declares that the State never shall 
assuine the right to withdraw from the Union 
for Treat or supposed grievances, and dis- 

‘ franchises and otherwise punishes any person 
who acts as a second or principal in a duel. 
Two notable features of the fourth article are 
a section declaring that the Legislature shall 
never create by law any distinction between 
the rights of men and women to acquire, own, 
enjoy, and dispose of property of all kinds, 
or their power to contract in reference there- 
to,” and fully emancipating married women 
from all disability on account of coverture, 
and another section of a sweeping character 
suppressing lot eries in the State and the sale 
of tickets, and forbidding advertisement of 
them. The fifth andsixth articles are devoted 
to the powers of the Executive and the judi- 
ciary, and the seventh to corporations. The 
latter provides that no county, city, or town 
corporation shall hereafter become a sub- 
scriber to the capital stock of any railroad or 
other corporation or association or loan its 
credit to them, gives the Legislature ample 
power to regulate all abuses, unjust dis- 
criminations, overcharges, etc. ; establishes a 
commission to supervise railroad, express, 
telegraph, and telephone companies, and for- 
bids, under severe penalties, railroad com- 
panies to give free passes or tickets at a dis. 
count to members of the Legislature or to 

State, county, or municipal officials. 

educational article provides that schools 

‘be oben at least four months each year 

in in ee district, that separate schools 
shall be maintained for white and colored 
children, that no religious or other sect ever 
| control any part of the educational funds 
State, that no funds ever shall be con- 

ate to the support of a sectarian school, 
and that no State or city official, teacher, or 
school trustee shall be interested in the sale of 
school books or apparatus. The tenth article 
deals exclusively with the question of convict 
labor, and provides that no penitentiary con- 
vict shall ever be leased or hired to any per- 
son, persous, or corporation, private or public 
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called ‘by levee boards under State supervision, and 


it may place them on State farms under the 
same supervision. Thus one of the most in- 
famous and brutal practices in the South is on 
the way to its final and speedy suppression in 
The election ordinance is based substan- 


tially upon the Australian system and will 


take effect Jan. 1, 1891, but it may be repealed 
or amended after Jan. 1, 1896. The franchise 
article of the Constitution has been cunningly 
devised to secure the rule of the minority and 
perpetuate it. Every male inhabitant, except 
idiote, insane persons, and Indians, who has 
satisfied the residence and age conditions, who 
has not been convicted of crime, and who can 
produce his tax receipts tor two years pre- 
vious, is declared a qualified elector. All 
such persons must be duly registered. A 
uniform poll tax of $2 is imposed upon every 
elector for school purposes, and the Board of 
Supervisors of any county may increase it to 
8. In addition to this qualification it is pro- 
vided that on and after the first day of Janu- 
ary, 1892, every elector must be able to read 
any section of the Constitution of the State 
or shall be able to understand the same when 
read to him, or give a reasonable interpreta- 
tion thereof. Electors in municipal elections 
‘are not only to possess these qualifications, 
but such additional ones as may be required 
by law. It does not need any discussion to 
demonstrate that under these qualifications 
administered by white Democratic Commis- 
sioners of Election thousands of colored Re- 
publican voters will be disfranchised and that 
nothing stands in the way of an illiterate 
Democrat’s suffrage except his inability to 
satisfy the poll-tax, which in case of emer- 
gency easily would be raised forhim. The 
franchise article, in fact, sets up minority 
rule and by indirection infringes upon the 
rights of a large number of yoters who are de- 
clared such by the Constitution itself. Under 
such circumstances the only hope for the 
negro in the future is education. 


RAILROAD EARNINGS. 

The weakness of the last few weeks in rail- 
road stocks is something which many people 
profess not to be able to understand, in view 
of the fact that all kinds of business are active 
and the country seems to be unusually pros- 
perous. It is argued that the decline is with- 
out justification, as the work of transportation 
is brisk, and some of the lines are alleged to 
be hampered by a scarcity of cars in spite of 
the fact that the grain crops are short. But it is 
easy to understand that the selling of stocks 
which has made them heavy was not simply 
based on current business but on what is sup- 
posed to be the promise for it in the future. 
Also it is remembered that even increased 
earnings have to be spread over a far bigger 
capitalization than that of a few years ago. 

The railroad stocks now in the hands of 
holders have an aggregate face value of not 
far from $4,500,000,000. The dividends paid 
on them last year were $81,000,000, or about 
1.8 per cent. In 1877 and 1878 the face value 
was about $2,300,000,000, and the dividends 
paid in those two years averaged $56,000,000, 
or nearly 2 per cent. In round millions of 


‘dollars there has been since that time an m- 


crease of stock and debt from 40 to 57 by the 
New York Central, from 37 to 75 by the Balti 
more and Uhio, from 130 to 188 by the Penn- 
sylvania, from 36 to 45 by the Lake Shore,

value of the property. The New York Bulle- 
tin figures it out that the sixty most active 
stocks on the exchange in Wall street are now 
selling for about as much as a year ago, the 
spring advance having been lost, but their 
present average price is twice that of twelve 
years ago, though the dividends for 1889 were 
less than 2½ per cent, against 1.65 for 1877.78. 
The increase in earning power may have justi- 
fied the advance of last year, when the av- 
erage was about 864 per share. But nothing 
can warrant so high a price this fall, when 
poorer crops have already caused a shrinkage 


in earnings and threaten a further diminution N 


in the volume of traffic. 

The average railroad property is enormous- 
ly overcapitalized, and that it is not all real is 
proven by the fact that its stock is selling away 
below pari The investor does’ not want to 
pay out his money for something that will not 
promise to yield him a moderate return in the 
shape of interest, and he lowers his bid when 
the earning power declines. A part of the re- 
cent depression in prices is due to the circum- 
stance that business activity has furnished 
opportunities for the employment of capital 
at better than average rates of interest, and 
it has naturally sought those channels, leav- 
ing the railroad stock to sink till a 2 per 
cent earning on face value would pay nearly 
double that much on the cash actually invest- 
ed in its purchase. It is not impossible that 
there will be a reaction during the winter 
months, when outside business becomes so 
much less active as to depress interest rates 1 
or 2 per cent. But it is not likely that higher 
prices for stocks will be justified by reports of 
bigger earnings during the cold months. The 
cost of winter transportation is greater than 
that of the summer season, and the competi- 
tion for business on the smaller volume of 
stuff to be carried promises to be so keen as 
to forbid much improvement in rates. 


KOCH’S ALLEGED BACILLUS REMEDY. 

The London Lancet is of opinion that the 
world is on the verge of a revolution in thera- 
peutics, and that the science of bacteriology 
soon will be placed on a practical basis by 
the experiments which Prof. Koch now is 
making in Berlin. It was given out indeed 
last summer that this eminent investigator 
was experimenting on the bacillus of phthisis, 
and the announcement was received with 
great interest by the Medical Congress then 
in session at Berlin. Prot. Koch himself as- 
serted that he had found several ethereal oils, 
some so-called aniline dyes, and among the 
metals mercury in the form of vapor, com- 
pounds of silver and gold, and of cyanogen 
and gold, which were remarkable in their 
effects in tube culture, but at that time they 
were without effect n tuberculosis in the liv- 
ing animal. 

Upon the basis of experiments which he has 
made since that time Prof. Koch has great 
confidence that he has discovered a substance, 
the nature of which he keeps a secret for the 
present, which will prevent the growth of the 
tubercular bacillus in the animal tissue, and 
the patients upon whom he is making the 
tests are said to be progressing favorably. 
The remedy is a lymph introduced into the 
system by inoculation. It is only effective in

We have been and are still asked 
80 frequently what effect the pas- 
sage of the McKinley bill has on 
the prices of Suits and Overcoats, 
it seems quite timely to lay before 
you à concise statement of the situ- 
ation as reeently prepared by 
Rogers, Peet & Co. for the press of 
New York City, viz.: 


The passage of the new Tariff Act will not 
produce any immediate effect upon the price of 
clothing, because Winter stocks are already 
prepared and most of the cloth for next 
Spring’s trade has been delivered or contracted 
for. Foreigh cloths for next Spring's con- 
sumption still to come will be advanced in cost 
ten to fifteen per cent by the increased duties, 
which will add six or eight per cent to the retail 
price of the garment. 

To some extent, therefore, the finer grades 
of clothing will cost the consumer slightly 
more next Spring, but he will hardly realize 
the fact, because it is dificult for evenan ex- 
pert to detect a difference of five or ten per cent 
in thé value of a garment, so much depends 
upon ite trimming and tailoring. 

The operation of the new tariff will not 
fairly begin to be felt until next Autumn, but 
even then there is a mitigating circumstance 
in the fact that fewer Winter cloths are im- 
ported than Spring, because the weight duty 1s 
a barrier against the foreign maker. Still, 
there are certain fabrics that must be im- 
ported, because we cannot yet make them our- 
selves, 

The final adjustment of prices will be gradual; 
and whether it be higher or lower than at pres- 
ent no mortal can tell. We only know that the 
factors of competition, of imvention, and of 
adaptation ard continually working in the direo- 
tion of lower prices. 

It is safe to assert that the great mass of peo- 
ple who usually wear low and medium priced 
ready-made clothes will not pay more because 
of the new tariff. Those of us who want some- 
thing better will not feel the tax to be an intol- 
erable burden when it adds but a dollar or two to 
the cost of a suit or overcoat; and even that, 
not this year—some other year. 


So you see there’ll be no change 
in our prices this winter because of 
Mr. McKinley’s bill. We shall con- 
tinue to sell
